He 
will visit Fort Wayne near the latter 
part of next month to make a brief sur- 
vey of the city, its conditions, its possi- 
bilities and its projects'and to deliver nn 
address in behalf of the'-work the local 
Civic improvement association has in 
hand. 


"From what information has been 


given me," said Mr. JlcFarland, "t am 
convinced that Fort Wayne has not only 
wonderful possibilities lor the develop- 
ment of physical beauty but in the pres- 
ent aroused state of public feeling a still 
more wonderful opportunity to realize 
all that her progressive, enlightened and 
energetic citizens arc planning to bring 
about. It would he :i reproach to the 
community if the movement that has 
gathered so much force and already has 
made so much headway wore to finally 
eomc to no result. The people of Fort 
Wayne must not. lei, their great project 
issue in such a manner.

can city, and in view of Fort Wayne's awakened in- 
terest in this line of civic endeavor, the effort is of 
particular local interest. 
Summarized, Spokane 
pro- 


poses to have it said of the city in the future that it 
is impossible to live more than ten minutes' walk from 
a park. And it is undertaking this great work not 
because of any vanity on the part of the citizen?, but 
because after the maturest deliberation it believes that 
such a park system will pay. 


In the spring of 1910 the people of Spokane voted 


upon a park proposition. A million dollars was asked 


for park sites and playgrounds, and a majority of the 
people voted in favor of such proposition. 
But the 


election was contested, and has since been in the 
supreme court. 


A few days ago, however, the supreme court de- 


cided that the election was valid and that the law 
under which the election was held was constitutional, 
so the work of park improvement will begin at once— 
and everybody in Spokane is happy, or ought to be. 


The people of Spokane are an enlightened lot, evi- 


dently. Their city is still new, and is growing rap- 
idly, and they know that sooner or later all cities will 
have to provide parks and playgrounds; that to fail to 
do so, after population becomes congested, will be 
considered a crime. 
So the city proposes to obtain 


• park sites all over the city while the land is compara- 


tively cheap, and to improve them gradually as there 
is means with which to do so.
